TIJUANA, Mexico (AP) — The day that President Joe Biden’s 
administration ended a public health measure blocking 
many asylum-seekers at the Mexican border during the 
coronavirus pandemic, Teodoso Vargas was ready to 
show U.S. officials his scars and photos of his bullet-riddled 
body. Instead, he stood frozen with his pregnant wife and 
5-year-old son at a Tijuana crossing, feet from U.S. soil.He 
was unsure of the new rules rolled out with the change 
and whether taking the next few steps to approach U.S. 
officials to ask for asylum in person could force a return to 
his native Honduras. 
“I can’t go back to my country,” said Vargas, a long scar 
snaking down his neck from surgery after being shot nine 
times in his homeland during a robbery. “Fear is why I 
don’t want to return. If I can just show the proof I have, I 
believe the U.S. will let me in.”

rules affect them. 
Though the government 
opened some new av- 
enues for immigration, the 
fate of many people is 
largely left to a U.S. gov- 
ernment app only used 
for scheduling an appoint- 
ment at a port of entry and 
unable to decipher human 
suffering or weigh the vul- 
nerability of applicants. 
The CBP One app is a key 
tool in creating a more effi- 
cient and orderly system at 
the border “while cutting 
out unscrupulous smugglers 
who profit from vulnerable 
migrants,” the Department 
of Homeland Security said 
in an email to The Associ- 


ated Press. 
But since its rollout in Janu- 
ary, the app has been 
criticized for technologi- 
cal problems. Demand has 
far outstripped the roughly 
1,000 appointments avail- 
able on the app each day. 
As a Honduran man, Var- 
gas does not qualify for 
many of the legal path- 
ways the Biden administra- 
tion has introduced. One 
program gives up to 30,000 
Cubans, Haitians, Nicara- 
guans and Venezuelans a 
month a shot at humanitar- 
ian parole if they apply on- 
line, have a financial spon- 
sor in the U.S. and arrive by 
air. Minors traveling alone 
also are exempt from the 
rules. 
Migrants who do not follow 
the rules, the government 
has said, could be deport- 
ed back to their homelands 
and barred from seeking 
asylum for five years. 
Vargas said he decided 
not to risk it. He has been 
logging onto the app each 
day at 9 a.m. for the past 
three months from his rent- 
ed room in a crime-riddled 
Tijuana neighborhood. 
His experience is shared by 
tens of thousands of other 
asylum-seekers in Mexican 
border towns. 
Immigration lawyer Blaine 
Bookey said for many on 
the border “there seems to 
be no option right now for 
people to ask for asylum 
if they don’t have an ap- 
pointment through the CBP 
app.” 
The government said it 
doesn’t turn away asylum- 
seekers but prioritizes peo- 
ple who use the app. 
Bookey’s group, Center for 
Gender & Refugee Studies, 
is one of the lead plaintiffs, 
along with the American 
Civil Liberties Union, chal- 
lenging some of the new 
rules in federal court in San 
Francisco, including a re- 
quirement that people first 
apply for asylum in a coun- 
try they crossed on the way 
to the U.S. They are asking 
the court to allow an asy- 
lum request by anyone on 
U.S. soil. 
Texas Republican lawmak- 
ers also have sued. Among 
other things, they argue 


the CBP One app encour- 
ages illegal immigration by 
dispensing 
appointments 
without 
properly 
vetting 
whether applicants have a 
legal basis to stay. 
The Biden administration 
said new measures, includ- 
ing the app, have helped 
reduce unlawful immigra- 
tion by more than 70% since 
Title 42 ended May 11. 
More than 79,000 peo- 
ple were admitted under 
CBP One from its Jan. 12 
launch through the end of 
April. From May 12 to May 
19, an average of 1,070 
people per day presented 
themselves at the ports of 
entry after securing an ap- 
pointment on the app, the 
government stated. It did 
not provide updated fig- 
ures but said the numbers 
should grow as the initiative 
is scaled up. 
The administration also has 
highlighted improvements 
made in recent weeks. The 
app can prioritize those 
who have been trying the 
longest. 
Appointments are opened 
online throughout the day 
to avoid system overload. 
People with acute medi- 
cal conditions or facing im- 
minent threats of murder, 
rape, kidnapping or other 
“exceptionally 
compel- 
ling circumstances” can 
request priority status, but 
only in person at a port of 
entry. 
The app does not allow in- 
put of case details. 
Still, some asylum-seekers 
claim to have been turned 
away at crossings while 
making requests, lawyers 
say. 
Koral Rivera, who is from 
Mexico and eight months 
pregnant, said she has 
been trying to obtain an 
appointment through the 
app for two months. She 
recently went to a Texas 
crossing to present her 
case to U.S. officials, but 
said 
Mexican 
immigra- 
tion agents in Matamoros 
blocked her and her hus- 
band. 
“They tell us to try to get an 
appointment through the 
app,” said Rivera, whose 
family has been threatened 
by drug cartel members.q

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Jan. 6 rioters are raking in thousands in donations. 
Now the US is coming after their haul

Less than two months af- 
ter he pleaded guilty to 
storming the U.S. Capi- 
tol, Texas resident Daniel 
Goodwyn appeared on 
Tucker Carlson's then-Fox 
News show and promoted 
a website where support- 
ers could donate money to 
Goodwyn and other rioters 
whom the site called "po- 
litical prisoners." The Justice 
Department 
now 
wants 
Goodwyn to give up more 
than $25,000 he raised — a 
clawback that is part of a 
growing effort by the gov- 
ernment to prevent rioters 
from being able to person- 
ally profit from participating 
in the attack that shook the 
foundations of American 
democracy. 
An Associated Press review 
of court records shows that 
prosecutors in the more 
than 1,000 criminal cases 
from Jan. 6, 2021, are in- 
creasingly asking judges 
to impose fines on top of 
prison sentences to offset 
donations from supporters 
of the Capitol rioters. 
Dozens 
of 
defendants 
have set up online fundrais- 
ing appeals for help with 
legal fees, and prosecutors 
acknowledge there's noth- 
ing wrong with asking for 
help for attorney expenses. 
But the Justice Department 
has, in some cases, ques- 
tioned where the money is 
really going because many 
of those charged have had 
government-funded legal 
representation. 
Most of the fundraising ef- 
forts appear on GiveSend- 
Go, which bills itself as "The 
#1 Free Christian Fundrais- 
ing Site" and has become 
a haven for Jan. 6 defen- 
dants barred from using 
mainstream crowdfunding 
sites, including GoFundMe, 
to raise money. The rioters 
often proclaim their inno- 
cence and portray them- 
selves as victims of gov- 
ernment oppression, even 
as they cut deals to plead 
guilty and cooperate with 
prosecutors. 
Their fundraising success 
suggests that many people 
in the United States still view 
Jan. 6 rioters as patriots and 


cling to the baseless belief 
that Democrats stole the 
2020 presidential election 
from Donald Trump. The for- 
mer president himself has 
fueled that idea, pledg- 
ing to pardon rioters if he 
is elected. Markus Maly, a 
Virginia man scheduled to 
be sentenced next month 
for assaulting police at the 
Capitol, raised more than 
$16,000 from an online 
campaign that described 
him as a "January 6 P.O.W." 
and asked for money for 
his family. Prosecutors have 
requested a $16,000-plus 
fine, noting that Maly had 
a public defender and did 
not owe any legal fees. 
"He should not be able 
to use his own notoriety 
gained in the commission 
of his crimes to 'capitalize' 
on his participation in the 
Capitol breach in this way," 
a prosecutor wrote in court 
papers. 
So far this year, prosecu- 
tors have sought more than 
$390,000 in fines against at 
least 21 riot defendants, in 
amounts ranging from $450 
to more than $71,000, ac- 
cording to the AP's tally. 
Judges 
have 
imposed 
at least $124,127 in fines 
against 33 riot defendants 
this year. In the previous 
two years, judges ordered 
more than 100 riot defen- 
dants to collectively pay 
more than $240,000 in fines. 
Separately, judges have or- 


dered hundreds of convict- 
ed rioters to pay more than 
$524,000 in restitution to the 
government to cover more 
than $2.8 million in damage 
to the Capitol and other 
Jan. 6-related expenses. 
More rioters facing the 
most serious charges and 
longest prison terms are 
now 
being 
sentenced. 
They tend to also be the 
prolific fundraisers, which 
could help explain the re- 
cent surge in fines requests. 
Earlier this month, the judge 
who sentenced Nathan- 
iel DeGrave to more than 
three years in prison also or- 
dered him to pay a $25,000 
fine. 
Prosecutors 
noted 
that the Nevada resident 
"incredibly" 
raised 
over 
$120,000 in GiveSendGo 
fundraising campaigns that 
referred to him as "Beijing 
Biden's political prisoner" in 
"America's Gitmo" — a ref- 
erence to the Guantana- 
mo Bay detention center. 
"He did this despite seek- 
ing to cooperate with the 
government and admitting 
he and his co-conspirators 
were guilty since at least 
November 2021," a pros- 
ecutor wrote. 
Lawyer William Shipley, who 
has represented DeGrave 
and more than two dozen 
other Jan. 6 defendants, 
said he advises clients to 
avoid raising money under 
the auspices of being a po- 
litical prisoner if they intend 


to plead guilty. 
"Until they admit they com- 
mitted a crime, they're per- 
fectly entitled to shout from 
the rooftops that the only 
reason they're being held is 
because of politics," Shipley 
said. "It's just First Amend- 
ment political speech." 
Shipley said he provided 
the judge with documenta- 
tion showing that DeGrave 
raised 
approximately 
$25,000 more than what he 
paid his lawyers. 
"I've never had to do it until 
these cases because I've 
never had clients that had 
third-party fundraising like 
this," Shipley said. "There's 
a segment of the popu- 
lation that is sympathetic 
toward the plight of these 
defendants." GiveSendGo 
co-founder Heather Wilson 
said her site's decision to al- 
low legal defense funds for 
Capitol riot defendants "is 
rooted in our society's com- 
mitment to the presump- 
tion of innocence and the 
freedom for all individuals 
to hire private attorneys." 
The 
government's 
push 
for more fines comes as it 
reaches a milestone in the 
largest federal investiga- 
tion in American history: 
Just over 500 defendants 
have been sentenced for 
Jan. 6 crimes. 
Judges 
aren't 
rubber- 
stamping prosecutors' fine 
requests. 
Prosecutors sought a more 


than $70,000 fine for Peter 
Schwartz, a Kentucky man 
who attacked police of- 
ficers outside the Capitol 
with pepper spray and a 
chair. U.S. District Judge 
Amit 
Mehta 
sentenced 
Schwartz this month to 
more than 14 years in prison 
— one of the longest so far 
in a Capitol riot case — but 
didn't impose a fine. 
Prosecutors 
suspect 
Schwartz tried to profit from 
his fundraising campaign, 
"Patriot Pete Political Pris- 
oner in DC." But his lawyer, 
Dennis Boyle, said there is 
no evidence of that. 
The judge "basically said 
that if the money was be- 
ing used for attorneys' fees 
or other costs like that, 
there was no basis for a 
fine," Boyle said. 
A jury convicted romance 
novel cover model John 
Strand of storming the Cap- 
itol with Dr. Simone Gold, a 
California physician who 
is a leading figure in the 
anti-vaccine 
movement. 
Now prosecutors are seek- 
ing a $50,000 fine on top 
of a prison term for Strand 
when a judge sentences 
him on Thursday. Strand has 
raised more than $17,300 
for his legal defense with- 
out disclosing that he has 
a 
taxpayer-funded 
law- 
yer, according to prosecu- 
tors. They say Strand ap- 
pears to have "substantial 
financial 
means," 
living 
in a home that was pur- 
chased for more than $3 
million last year. "Strand has 
raised, and continues to 
raise, money on his website 
based upon his false state- 
ments and misrepresenta- 
tions on the events of Janu- 
ary 6," prosecutors wrote. 
Goodwyn, who appeared 
on Carlson's show in March, 
is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced next month. De- 
fense lawyer Carolyn Stew- 
art described prosecutors 
as "demanding blood from 
a stone" in asking for the 
$25,000 fine. 
"He received that amount 
in charity to help him in his 
debt for legal fees for for- 
mer attorneys and this for 
unknown reasons is bother- 
some to the government," 
Stewart wrote.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
reviews 
are 
starting 
to 
come in as details emerge 
about the debt ceiling 
agreement 
reached 
by 
President Joe Biden and 
House Speaker Kevin Mc- 
Carthy. Already, some law- 
makers are criticizing the 
deal as not doing enough 
to tackle the nation’s debt, 
while others worry it’s too 
austere and will harm many 
low-income Americans. 
The legislation will likely 
need support from a signifi- 
cant number of lawmakers 
from both parties to clear 
the closely divided House 
and gain the 60 votes nec- 
essary to advance in the 
Senate. 
Final text of the agreement 
is expected Sunday. Many 
lawmakers say they are 
withholding judgment until 
they see the final details. 
A look at how the agree- 
ment is going over so far: 
Early concerns 
Some of the earliest ob- 
jections are coming from 
the 
most 
conservative 
members of Congress, par- 
ticularly members of the 
hardline House Freedom 
Caucus that often clashes 
with GOP leadership. 
“I think it’s a disaster!” 
tweeted Matt Rosendale, 
R-Mont. 
“Fake conservatives agree 
to fake spending cuts,” 
tweeted Sen. Rand Paul, 


R-Ky. 
“This 
‘deal’ 
is 
insanity,” 
tweeted Rep. Ralph Nor- 
man, R-S.C. “A $4T debt 
ceiling increase with virtu- 
ally no cuts is not what we 
agreed to. Not gonna vote 
to bankrupt our country. 
The American people de- 
serve better.” 
GOP leaders knew all along 
that they would lose some 
members’ support in any 
compromise with a Demo- 
cratic-led White House and 
Senate. The question has 


always been whether the 
deal would pick up enough 
Democratic support to off- 
set those defections. 
Democrats weigh in 
As much as some Demo- 
crats dislike what is roughly 
a spending freeze on non- 
defense 
programs 
next 
year and chafe at work re- 
quirements being extend- 
ed to more food stamp re- 
cipients, initial reaction has 
been circumspect as they 
await more details. 
Rep. Annie Kuster, D-N.H., 


and chair of a center-left 
group known as the New 
Dems, which has roughly 
100 members, said they 
are “confident” that White 
House negotiators deliv- 
ered a “viable, bipartisan 
solution to end this crisis.” 
The likeliest opposition will 
come from the more lib- 
eral members of the cau- 
cus. Rep. Pramila Jayapal, 
D-Wash., has been voicing 
vocal opposition to addi- 
tional work requirements 
for some of those getting 


food and cash assistance. 
She called it terrible policy 
Sunday on CNN’s “State of 
the Union.” 
But she said she is also wait- 
ing for legislative text to 
determine the level of ex- 
emptions to the work re- 
quirements that Biden was 
able to win for veterans, 
the homeless and people 
coming out of foster care. 
“And so what do the num- 
bers look like at the end 
of the day, I’m not sure. 
However, it is bad policy. I 
told the president that di- 
rectly when he called me 
last week on Wednesday 
that this is saying to poor 
people and people who 
are in need that we don’t 
trust them,” said Jayapal, 
who serves as chair of the 
Congressional Progressive 
Caucus. Asked if the Dem- 
ocrats at the White House 
and in leadership have to 
worry about whether the 
progressive caucus will sup- 
port the bill, Jayapal said: 
“Yes, they have to worry.” 
Business group backing 
With the nation roughly a 
week away from the risk 
of a default that could roil 
the global economy, ma- 
jor business groups have 
been urging Washington 
to quickly on a debt-ceil- 
ing increase. The Business 
Roundtable, a group of 
more than 200 chief execu- 
tive officers, called on Con- 
gress to pass the bill as soon 
as possible.q

Williams. Presidents usually 
deliver a couple of com- 
mencement 
addresses 
every year, including at 
one of the military service 
academies. But this year, 
Biden also got to watch an- 


other one of his grandchil- 
dren go through that rite of 
passage. Earlier this month, 
Biden and the first lady at- 
tended 
granddaughter 
Maisy Biden’s commence- 
ment from Penn. Biden 
was the commencement 
speaker at Howard Univer- 
sity’s commencement on 
May 13. He is also sched- 
uled to deliver the com- 
mencement address at the 
U.S. Air Force Academy in 
Colorado Springs, Colora- 
do, on Thursday. q 


Debt ceiling agreement gets thumbs up from biz groups, jeers from 
some on political right

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — He believes selling 
human organs should be 
legal, climate change is a 
“socialist lie,” sex educa- 
tion is a ploy to destroy the 
family and that the Central 
Bank should be abolished. 
He also could be Argen- 
tina’s next president. 
Javier Milei, an admirer of 
former U.S. President Don- 
ald Trump, is the latest ex- 
ample of how right-wing 
populists are making in- 
roads in Latin America, ap- 
pealing to a citizenry angry 
with politics as usual and 
eager for outsiders to shake 
up the system. 
A 
libertarian 
economist 
and self-described “anar- 
cho capitalist,” Milei made 
a name for himself by 
shouting against the “po- 
litical caste” on television. 
His presidential candidacy 
looked like a sideshow un- 
til recently. Polls show his 
popularity rising, and his 
proposals dominate discus- 
sions ahead of October 
elections. 
“Today no one can say 
that Milei isn’t someone 
who could get to the presi- 
dency,” said Luis Tonelli, a 
political scientist at Univer- 
sity of Buenos Aires. 
Milei jumped from talking 
head to politician in 2021 
when he won a seat in Ar- 


gentina’s lower house of 
Congress. Since then, he’s 
had little legislative activity, 
but 2.7 million people have 
signed up for his monthly 
raffle to give away his sal- 
ary. 
On a recent Sunday, fans 
lined up at the Buenos Ai- 
res Book Fair to see him talk 
about his latest book, “The 
End of Inflation,” on ad- 
dressing Argentina’s most 
pressing economic issue : 
inflation running at an an- 
nual rate of more than 
100%. The book calls for 
cutting spending, abolish- 
ing the Central Bank and 
moving to the dollar. 
Many of his fans never 
made it inside. They’re 
mostly young men who 
treat the 52-year-old poli- 
tician like a rock star and 
affectionately refer to him 
as “the wig” because of his 
signature unkempt hair. 
“The caste is afraid,” Milei 
said, 
and 
his 
followers 
chanted along. 
Afraid or not, the country’s 
political leaders now see 
him as real competition in 
an election that until re- 
cently seemed like a con- 
test between two electoral 
coalitions that have domi- 
nated for years. 
Analysts have drawn par- 
allels between Milei and 
Trump, because they both 
espouse socially conserva- 
tive views and vow to return 


the country to an unspeci- 
fied period of greatness. 
Milei has tapped frustra- 
tion over Argentina’s triple- 
digit inflation, which makes 
many feel like they’re con- 
stantly falling behind. Sev- 
en out of 10 Argentines say 
they struggle to make ends 
meet, noted Roberto Bac- 
man, director of the Center 
for Public Opinion Studies 
Milei sprinkles his econom- 
ic messages with a heavy 
dose of conservative poli- 
cies, such as opposition to 
abortion, which the coun- 
try legalized in 2020. 
Milei’s running mate, Vic- 
toria Villaruel, the founder 
of a group that defends 
former military officers tried 
for human rights violations 


during the country’s bloody 
1976-1983 dictatorship, has 
spoken against same-sex 
marriage, which Argentina 
legalized in 2010. 
Milei has cut against the 
grain on many issues. He 
dismisses current concern 
over global warming by 
noting that “10 or 15 years 
ago there was a discussion 
that the planet was going 
to freeze.” He calls sex edu- 
cation a post-Marxist pro- 
gram to destroy “the most 
important social core with- 
in society, which is the fam- 
ily.” He’s proposed “market 
mechanisms” to deal with 
long waiting lists for organ 
transplants, arguing that 
organs are a person’s prop- 
erty to sell.q

IRBIL, Iraq (AP) — Iraq’s 
prime minister on Saturday 
announced plans for a $17 
billion regional transporta- 


tion project intended to 
facilitate the flow of goods 
from Asia to Europe. 
The announcement was 
made at a one-day confer- 


ence in Baghdad that con- 
vened transport ministers 
and representatives from 
Iraq, the Gulf countries, Tur- 
key, Iran, Syria, and Jordan. 
Iraqi Prime Minister Mo- 
hammed 
Shia 
al-Sudani 
said the planned Develop- 
ment Road project would 
facilitate the movement of 
goods from the Gulf to Eu- 
rope by way of the Grand 
Faw Port in Basra, in south- 
ern Iraq, which would be 
connected to Turkey, then 
to Europe, through a net- 
work of railways and high- 
ways. A centerpiece of the 


project will be the devel- 
opment of the Grand Faw 
Port and a “smart industrial 
city” adjacent to it, al-Su- 
dani said. 
The planned project, which 
would involve the con- 
struction of about 1,200 km 
(about 745 miles) of rail- 
ways and highways, will be 
“an economic lifeline and 
a promising opportunity for 
the convergence of inter- 
ests, history, and cultures,” 
said al-Sudani, adding it 
will “make our countries a 
source for modern indus- 
tries and goods.”q

Iraq announces plans for $17

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— A man who opened an 
emergency exit door dur- 
ing a flight in South Korea 
was formally arrested Sun- 
day and faces up to 10 
years in prison on a charge 
of violating the aviation se- 
curity law, officials said. 
During a preliminary ques- 
tioning, 
the 
33-year-old 
told investigators that he 
felt suffocated and tried to 
get off the plane quickly, 
according to police. 
Twelve people were slightly 
injured on Friday after he 
opened the door of the 
Asiana Airlines Airbus A321- 
200, causing air to blast 
inside the cabin and terri- 
fying passengers. Some tes- 
tified they suffered severe 
ear pain and saw others 
screaming and crying. A 
video shared on social me- 
dia shows passengers’ hair 
being whipped by air blow- 
ing into the cabin. 
Normally, 
the 
emergen- 
cy exit doors cannot be 
opened mid-flight due to 


the difference in air pres- 
sure inside and outside of 
the aircraft. But during Fri- 
day’s incident, the man 
succeeded in opening the 
door likely because the 
plane was flying at a low 


altitude 
while 
preparing 
to land and there wasn’t 
much difference in pres- 
sure, according to Asiana 
Airlines officials. 
The Transport Ministry said 
the plane was at 700 feet 


(213 meters) when the man 
pulled the door open. 
The plane was preparing 
to land in Daegu on an 
hour-long flight from the 
southern island of Jeju with 
200 people on board. They 


included teenage athletes 
on their way to a track and 
field competition, accord- 
ing to Asiana Airlines. 
Daegu police said they 
have up to 20 days to in- 
vestigate the man before 
determining 
whether 
to 
send him to prosecutors for 
a possible indictment. 
If convicted, he faces a 
maximum sentence of 10 
years in prison for breach- 
ing the aviation security 
law that bars passengers 
from handling entry doors, 
emergency exit doors and 
other equipment on board, 
according to the Transport 
Ministry. 
Daegu police said the man, 
surnamed Lee, told them 
that he was under stress af- 
ter losing a job recently and 
that he wanted to get out 
of the plane soon because 
he was feeling suffocated 
just before landing. 
The people who were tak- 
en to hospitals were mainly 
treated for minor prob- 
lems such as breathing 
difficulties.q

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — A 
group of some 30 migrants 
seeking asylum, including 
small children, has been 
stuck at Poland’s border 
wall with Belarus for three 
days, Polish human rights 
activists said Sunday. Al- 
though the migrants were 
outside 
Poland’s 
border 
wall, activists from Grupa 
Granica 
(Border 
Group) 
said they were on Polish ter- 
ritory and Belarus was not 
allowing them to turn back. 
“In Belarus, they are not 
safe,” activist Marta Stan- 
iszewska said. 
“The Belarusian services, 
as this group has told us, 
threaten them that if they 
return, they will be beaten, 
or that they will kill them,” 
Staniszewska told The Asso- 
ciated Press. 
The migrants say that sev- 
eral among them are sick, 


one girl has a toothache, 
and the children have mos- 
quito bites, according to 
Staniszewska. 
A representative of Po- 
land’s ombudsman’s of- 
fice visited and talked to 
the group on Sunday, but 
later told reporters that the 
decision about whether to 
allow them into the country 
belongs to the Polish Bor- 
der Guard. “If these per- 
sons are indeed within the 
jurisdiction of the (Polish) 
Border Guard and declare 
their willingness to apply for 
international 
protection, 
then .... such applications 
should be accepted,” Ma- 
ciej Grzeskowiak said. 
Last year, Poland put up 
almost 190 kilometers (117 
miles) of tall metal wall in- 
tended to stop thousands 
of migrants from Asia and 
Africa entering the country 
from Belarus. 
The European Union has 


accused authoritarian Be- 
larusian President Alexan- 
der Lukashenko of aiding 
illegal border crossings in 
retaliation for EU sanctions. 
Lukashenko denies encour- 
aging migration to Europe. 
Poland’s 
most 
powerful 
politician, the head of Po- 
land’s right-wing ruling par- 
ty, Jaroslaw Kaczynski, said 


recently that building the 
wall was a good decision. 
He said it was protecting 
Poland and the EU against 
hostile moves by Belarus 
and Russia. 
Despite the wall, up to 150 
migrants of various nation- 
alities, often with Russian 
visas in their documents, try 
to cross illegally into Poland 


each day, according to 
the Border Guard. 
On some occasions, such 
groups threw stones and 
sticks from behind the wall 
at the border guards, but 
then 
apparently 
moved 
away. It is not possible from 
Poland’s side to deter- 
mine what happens to the 
groups.q

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Rays of Hope: Strengthening Conservation Efforts for Manta Rays 


Manta 
rays 
are 
highly 
charismatic creatures that 
inhabit the waters of the 
Dutch Caribbean. In addi- 
tion to being a highly prized 
find for divers and snorkel- 
ers, they are also important 
for healthy oceans as they 
can help control plankton 
and cycle nutrients. 


Manta rays are threatened 
by a variety of human ac- 
tivities. Luckily, increased 
protection for the giant 
oceanic manta ray in the 
Caribbean region will be 
considered 
in 
the 
next 
Conference of Parties for 
the Cartagena Convention 
(COPS) meeting later this 
year on Aruba. 


Manta Rays in the Carib- 
bean 
The Caribbean is home to 
two species of manta ray, 
the giant oceanic manta 
ray (Mobula birostris) and 
Caribbean 
Manta 
Rays 
(Mobula cf. Birostris- which 
will most likely be officially 
described in the coming 
years), as well as several 
species of devil rays. Manta 
rays are the largest type of 
rays. They pose no danger 
to humans. 


Manta rays are filter feed- 
ers, taking in microscopic 
food 
(plankton), 
includ- 
ing fish larvae, krill, shrimp, 
and planktonic crabs from 
the water column and fil- 
tering them through their 
gill plates. They play a vi- 
tal role in keeping the 
oceans healthy by regulat- 
ing plankton levels. Also, 
by moving between the 
surface ocean, deep sea 
and coral reefs, they cre- 
ate a valuable ecological 
connection by transporting 
nutrients. 


Threats 
Manta rays are threatened 
by a variety of human ac- 
tivities. One of the biggest 
threats to these creatures 
worldwide 
is 
overfishing, 
as they are often targeted 
for their gill plates, used in 
Traditional Chinese Medi- 
cine. They are also at risk 
from bycatch, entangle- 
ment, habitat destruction, 
and pollution. Bycatchand 
entanglement are likely the 
two biggest threats in the 
Caribbean. 


The manta rays are the 
largest species of rays, they 


are long-lived (30-50 years) 
and slow to reproduce. The 
age that giant manta rays 
are able to reproduce for 
the first time is estimated 
around 9-12 years old and 
manta rays only give birth 
to one pup at a time. The 
slow life cycle and low 
reproduction rate make 
manta rays extremely vul- 
nerable to depletion. 


Hope on the horizon 
In the Dutch Caribbean, 
marine protected areas, 
such as the Yarari Marine 
Mammal and Shark Sanc- 
tuary, help protect manta 
and devil rays. The species 
are also on several regional 
and international lists, such 
as the Convention on In- 
ternational Trade in Endan- 
gered Species (CITES), the 
Convention on the Conser- 
vation of Migratory Species 
of Wild Animals (CMS) and 
International Shark Strat- 
egy adopted by the Dutch 
Government (2019). 


In addition, the Kingdom 
of Netherlands, along with 
the Republic of France, has 
formally submitted a pro- 
posal to include the giant 
manta in Annex II of the 


Specially Protected Areas 
and Wildlife (SPAW) Proto- 
col, a regional agreement 
for the protection and sus- 
tainable use of coastal and 
marine biodiversity in the 
Wider Caribbean Region. 
If approved during the next 
Conference of Parties for 
the Cartagena Convention 
(COPS) IGM20/COP17 this 
year on Aruba, this mea- 
sure will provide a legal 
framework for the highest 
level of protection for the 
conservation of the giant 
manta ray.

Don’t forget to visit Aruba’s famous Red Anchor 


At the south east coast of the island, 
standing alone on a windswept 
and barren land stands a popular 
Aruba landmark – a large anchor. 
It overlooks the sea just beyond, 
watching over the shipping lanes. 
It stands there in memory and in 
honor of all seamen who have lost 
their life at sea. 


Where to Find the Anchor? 
The anchor is a “must see” land- 
mark when you visit Aruba. It is 
among the most photographed 
historical landmarks for the island. 
You want to make sure you add 
this stop on your itinerary when 
your visiting the south coast of Aru- 
ba. The bright red anchor against 
the backdrop of the deep blue 
Caribbean sea and the azure blue 
skies, make a great backdrop for 
your vacation pictures. 


The anchor is located at the en- 
trance to Gate 6 to the former 
Lago Colony. It is on the outskirts of 
Seroe Colorado, on the south east 
point of the island at the “T” junc- 
tion to Baby Beach. 
Depending on where you are stay- 
ing on the island, follow the signs 
that indicate the way to Baby 
Beach. Once you reach the T-junc- 
tion, it will be right in front of you. 


About the Anchor 
Size 
It will be hard to miss the anchor, 
it’s huge! The anchor that weighs 
21,772 kilos, is approximately 10 
feet 6 inches wide and 15 feet, 6 
inches tall. 
On the anchor there are some 
numbers. The 4112 and 4115, 
which are believed to be the serial 
numbers that refer to the “fluke” or 
horizontal and vertical parts of the 
anchor, respectively. The number 
21772K refers to the weight of the 
anchor in kilos. 
This type of anchor was manufac- 
tured by Hoesch Dortmund Horde, 
at a foundry located in Germany. 


Where did the Anchor Come From? 
There are a number of stories as 
to the origins of the anchor, which 
one do you think it was? (Unfortu- 
nately the mystery has never been 
solved, so your imagination can 
pick which one you think it might 
be!) 


Story 1: 
“According to Mr. Manuel M. Cu- 
riel, an ex-Lago Tug Captain, a fully 
laden VLCC (Very Large Crude 
Carrier) was seeking a mooring 
at the 15-mile anchorage, known 
as Bara, on the southern part of 
the island. This is the usual shallow 


mooring location for ships await- 
ing orders, etc. The weather was 
rough with strong current. The nor- 
mal procedure is that they would 
walk out three shackles (about 90 
feet) until the anchor touches the 
bottom while the chain must rest 
on the bottom. Subsequently, they 
will walk out some extra shackles 
and when the ship starts to swing 
or lean on one side, the anchor is 
properly set. Because of the rough 
weather, unfortunately they did 
not get the time to walk out the 
extra tackles and because of the 
tension exerted on the winch, it 
broke, and they lost the anchor 
and its chain.“ 


Story 2: 
“Mr. Curiel also said that at one 
time a small tanker with a Korean 
crew, while lifting their anchor also 
lifted another anchor near the in- 
ner harbor. When the ship asked 
for assistance, he went with his tug- 
boat along with a barge, to help. 
But eventually they had to cut the 
chain and let the anchor go to the 
bottom because they could not 
untangle them. ” 


How Did The Anchor Become a 
Landmark? 
Sometime between 1980 and 1985, 
three gentlemen (Mr. Wim Marti- 
nus – the Harbormaster of Aruba; 
Mr. August Genser – the ex-Division 


Superintendent of Lago’s Labora- 
tory; and Mr. Willie Davis – Owner 
of Filtec at Zeewijk in San Nicolas), 
were having a conversation with 
Mr. Charlie Brouns Jr. at his famous 
Charlie’s Bar and Restaurant in 
San Nicolas. Charlie, who was a 
visionary and had dreams for de- 
veloping the San Nicolas area, told 
these gentlemen that he would 
like to come up with something in- 
novative for the San Nicolas area 
to draw tourism to the area. 


The “anchor”, which at that time 
was being stored at the Oranjes- 
tad harbor, was suggested as an 
option. Charlie liked the idea! He 
then contacted the President of 
Lago for permission to acquire the 
anchor. He was granted permis- 
sion and the anchor was then re- 
located to its present location and 
dedicated “To All Seamen” on the 
occasion of the closing of the Lago 
Oil Refinery on March 31, 1985. 


Through the Years 
Through the years the Anchor was 
slowly weathering from the wind 
and salt. As time passed, sadly the 
origin and purpose of the anchor 
slowly faded away from people’s 
memories. 


After Charles Brouns Jr died on Sep- 
tember 15, 2004, his friend Mr. Sam 
Speziale, 
requested 
assistance 


from the management of Valero 
Aruba Refinery to help maintain the 
monument. The Valero Aruba Re- 
finery, graciously sandblasted and 
painted the anchor and poured a 
concrete pad around it. On April 
17, 2005, the anchor monument 
was rededicated “To All Seamen” 
in a formal ceremony in memory of 
Charles Brouns Jr. 


Today, the anchor stands both as 
memorial to all seaman who have 
lost their lives at sea, but also as a 
silent reminder that Seroe Colora- 
do is part of San Nicolas and that 
San Nicolas is still a vibrant and im- 
portant part of the island of Aruba. 


The Best Time to Visit 
When your planning your visit to 
the south end of the island, you will 
want to include in your itinerary the 
many things to see and do there. 
The anchor will be just one of these 
stops, (keep an eye out for our fu- 
ture editions, we publish our rec- 
ommendations!). 


With that being said, I have to say, 
if you enjoy catching a sunrise, the 
anchor is one of the best places on 
the island to catch the sunrise. But 
in reality, anytime is a good time to 
visit, depending on your personal 
schedule.q

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Delaware taps artificial intelligence to 
evacuate crowded beaches when floods hit

DELAWARE (AP) - Dela- 
ware’s low elevation mixed 
with 
crowded 
beaches 
and 
limited 
exit 
routes 
make the state particu- 
larly vulnerable to massive 
flooding, but officials hope 
an influx of federal infra- 
structure money will trigger 
future 
evacuation 
plans 
automatically via artificial 
intelligence. 
The Biden administration 
was set to announce a to- 
tal of $53 million in grants 
Thursday to Delaware and 
seven other states aimed at 
high-tech solutions to traffic 
congestion problems. Al- 
though the money comes 
from the infrastructure law 
the president signed in 
2021, many of the programs 
— including the $5 million 
for flood response efforts in 
Biden’s home state — have 
evolved since then. 
“What’s new is the predic- 
tive analysis; the machine 
learning,” U.S. Federal High- 
way Administrator Shailen 
Bhatt, Delaware’s former 
transportation 
secretary, 
said in an interview with The 
Associated Press. “Because 
now we have access to all 


this data, it’s hard for us as 
humans to figure out what 
is data and what is action- 
able information.” 
Delaware officials pull off 
evacuation-type 
proce- 
dures every week during 
the tourism season, with 
long lines of cars headed 
to the beaches on week- 
end mornings and back at 
night. But flooding presents 
a unique problem — in- 
cluding standing water on 
roads that can make the 
most direct routes out of 
town even more treacher- 
ous than simply sheltering in 
place.

“What you don’t want 
to do is make the deci- 
sion too late and then you 
have vehicles caught out,” 
said Gene Donaldson, op- 
erations manager at the 
state’s 24-hour Transporta- 
tion Management Center. 
Delaware’s 
transporta- 
tion 
department, 
which 
controls more than 90% of 
roads in a state with the 
lowest average elevation 
in the country, is tasked with 
implementing evacuation 
plans during high water — 
a bureaucratic nightmare 
considering how quickly 
conditions can change.q 


Microsoft: State-sponsored Chinese hackers 
could be laying groundwork for disruption

The tar- 
gets include sites in Guam, 
where the U.S. has a major 
military presence, the com- 


pany said. Hostile activity 
in cyberspace — from es- 
pionage to the advanced 
positioning of malware for 
potential future attacks — 
has become a hallmark of 
modern geopolitical rivalry. 
Microsoft said in a blog 
post that the state-spon- 
sored group of hackers, 
which it calls Volt Typhoon, 
has been active since mid- 
2021. It said organizations 
affected by the hacking 
— which seeks persistent 


access — are in the com- 
munications, manufactur- 
ing, utility, transportation, 
construction, maritime, in- 
formation technology and 
education sectors. Sepa- 
rately, the National Security 
Agency, the FBI, the Cyber- 
security and Infrastructure 
Security 
Agency 
(CISA) 
and 
their 
counterparts 
from Australia, New Zea- 
land, Canada and Britain 
published a joint advisory 
sharing technical details on 
“the recently discovered 
cluster of activity.”A Micro- 
soft spokesman would not 
say why the software giant 
was making the announce- 
ment now or whether it 
had recently seen an up- 
tick in targeting of critical 
infrastructure in Guam or at 
adjacent U.S. military facili- 
ties there, which include a

As Elizabeth Holmes heads 
to prison for fraud, many 
puzzle over her motives

SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) — As 
Elizabeth Holmes prepares 
to report to prison next 
week, the criminal case 
that laid bare the blood- 
testing scam at the heart 
of her Theranos startup is 
entering its final phase. 
The 11-year sentence rep- 
resents a comeuppance 
for the wide-eyed woman 
who broke through "tech 
bro" culture to become 
one of Silicon Valley's most 
celebrated entrepreneurs, 
only to be exposed as a 
fraud. Along the way, Hol- 
mes became a symbol of 
the shameless hyperbole 
that often saturates startup 
culture. 
But questions still linger 
about her true intentions 
— so many that even the 
federal judge who presid- 
ed over her trial seemed 
mystified. 
And 
Holmes' 
defenders continue to ask 
whether the punishment 
fits the crime. 
At 39, she seems most like- 
ly to be remembered as 
Silicon Valley's Icarus — a 
high-flying 
entrepreneur 
burning with reckless am- 
bition whose odyssey cul- 
minated in convictions for 
fraud and conspiracy. 
Her motives are still some- 
what mysterious, and some 
supporters 
say 
federal 
prosecutors targeted her 
unfairly in their zeal to bring 
down one of the most 
prominent practitioners of 


fake-it-til-you-make-it 
— 
the tech sector's brand of 
self-promotion that some- 
times veers into exaggera- 
tion and blatant lies to raise 
money. 
Holmes will begin to pay 
the price for her deceit on 
May 30 when she is sched- 
uled begin the sentence 
that will separate her from 
her two children — a son 
whose July 2021 birth de- 
layed the start of her trial 
and a 3-month-old daugh- 
ter conceived after her 
conviction. 
She is expected to be in- 
carcerated in Bryan, Texas, 
about 100 miles (160 km) 
northwest of her home- 
town of Houston. q 


New York City outlaws 
discrimination on the 
basis of weight, height 


NEW YORK (AP) — New 
York City Mayor Eric Adams 
signed legislation Friday 
that will ban discrimina- 
tion based on body size by 
adding weight and height 
to the list of protected cat- 
egories such as race, sex 
and religion. 
"We all deserve the same 
access 
to 
employment, 
housing and public ac- 
commodation, regardless 
of our appearance, and 
it shouldn't matter how tall 
you are or how much you 
weigh," said the mayor, 
who joined other elected 
officials as well as fat-ac- 
ceptance advocates at 
a City Hall bill-signing cer- 
emony. 
Adams, a Democrat who 
published a book about 
reversing 
his 
diabetes 
through 
a 
plant-based 
diet, said the ordinance 
"will help level the play- 
ing field for all New York- 
ers, create more inclusive 
workplaces and living en- 
vironments, and protect 
against discrimination." 
Exemptions under the or- 
dinance, which the city 
council passed this month, 
include cases in which 
an individual's height or 
weight could prevent them 
from performing essential 
functions of a job. 
Some business leaders ex- 
pressed opposition to the 
legislation when it was be- 


fore the council, arguing 
that compliance could be- 
come an onerous burden. 
"The extent of the impact 
and cost of this legislation 
has not been fully consid- 
ered," Kathy Wylde, presi- 
dent and CEO of the Part- 
nership for New York City, 
said in a statement. 
Several other U.S. cities 
have banned discrimina- 
tion based on weight and 
physical 
appearance, 
including San Francisco, 
Washington, 
D.C., 
and 
Madison, Wisconsin. And 
legislation to ban weight 
and height discrimination 
has been introduced in 
states including New Jer- 
sey and Massachusetts. 
Tigress Osborn, the chair of 
the National Association to 
Advance Fat Acceptance, 
said New York City's weight 
discrimination ban should 
serve as a model for the 
nation and the world.q

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Jewish groups and city officials protest 
against Roger Waters concert in Frankfurt 


BERLIN (AP) — Several Jew- 
ish groups, politicians and 
an alliance of civil soci- 
ety groups gathered for a 
memorial ceremony and 
a protest rally against a 
concert by Roger Waters 
in Frankfurt on Sunday eve- 
ning. 
They accuse the Pink Floyd 
co-founder of antisemitism 
- an allegation he denies. 
Waters has also drawn their 
ire for his support of the BDS 
movement, which calls for 
boycotts 
and 
sanctions 
against Israel. 
Frankfurt authorities had 
initially tried to prevent the 
concert taking place, but 
Waters successfully chal- 


lenged the move in a local 
court. 
The concert is taking place 
in the city's Festhalle, where 
in November 1938 more 
than 
3,000 
Jews 
were 
rounded up by the Nazis, 
beaten and abused, and 
later deported to concen- 
tration camps. 
"Against this historical back- 
ground, the concert should 
not have taken place un- 
der any circumstances," 
said Sacha Stawski, a mem- 
ber of the Frankfurt Jewish 
community and head of 
the group Honestly Con- 
cerned, that helped orga- 
nize the protests. 
"It's very frustrating" that the 


concert is going ahead as 
scheduled even though 
Frankfurt officials and many 
others tried to prevent it, 
Elio Adler, the head of the 
Jewish group WerteInitia- 
tive which supports the pro- 
test, told The Associated 
Press. "His words and imag- 
ery spread Jew-hatred and 
are part of a trend: to nor- 
malize Israel-hatred under 
the protection of freedom 
of speech or art," Adler 
added. 
Last week, police in Ber- 
lin said they had opened 
an investigation of Waters 
on suspicion of incitement 
over a costume he wore 
when he performed in the 
German capital earlier this 
month. 
Images on social media 
showed Waters firing an im- 
itation machine gun while 
dressed in a long black 
coat with a red armband. 
Police confirmed that an 
investigation was opened 
over suspicions that the 
context of the costume 
could constitute a glorifica- 
tion, justification or approv- 
al of Nazi rule and therefore 
a disturbance of the public 
peace. 


Waters rejected those ac- 
cusations in a statement on 
Facebook and Instagram, 
saying that "the elements 
of my performance that 
have been questioned are 
quite clearly a statement 
in opposition to fascism, in- 
justice, and bigotry in all its 
forms." 
He claimed that "attempts 
to portray those elements 
as something else are dis- 
ingenuous and politically 
motivated." 
During Sunday's ceremony 
and protests, which took 
place in front of the Frank- 
furt concert venue before 
Waters' concert was set to 
begin, protesters read out 
loud the names of 600 Jews 
who were rounded up at 
the Festhalle on Novem- 
ber 9, 1939, the so-called 
Kristallnacht — the "Night of 
Broken Glass" — when Nazis 
terrorized Jews throughout 
Germany and Austria. 
The organizers also held a 
joint Jewish-Christian prayer 
for the victims of the Nazi 
terror in Frankfurt. The city's 
mayor as well as the head 
of the local Jewish commu- 
nity spoke at the protest. 
"Hatred of Jews is to be 


condemned 
everywhere 
in our city," Frankfurt Mayor 
Mike Josef said, according 
to German news agency 
dpa. "There is no reason to 
hate, insult and attack a 
person because of his reli- 
gion." 
Before the performance 
began, around 400 pro- 
testers handed out flyers to 
concertgoers and waved 
Israeli flags. 
Others held up banners 
with slogans such as "Is- 
rael, we stand with you" 
or "Roger Waters, wish you 
were not here" in reference 
to Pink Floyd's famous song 
"Wish You Were Were," dpa 
reported. 
Protesters in Munich ral- 
lied against a concert by 
Waters earlier this month, 
after the city council said 
it had explored possibili- 
ties of banning the perfor- 
mance but concluded that 
it wasn't legally possible to 
cancel a contract with the 
organizer. 
Last year, the Polish city of 
Krakow canceled gigs by 
Waters because of his sym- 
pathetic 
stance 
toward 
Russia in its war against 
Ukraine.q

‘Succession’ fans brace for series finale of Emmy-winning hit drama

WASHINGTON (AP) — Jen- 
nifer Gould, an Oregon- 
based trusts and estates 
lawyer, thinks the premise 
of "Succession" – HBO's hit 
series chronicling a billion- 
aire media mogul and his 
children's struggles to take 
over the family company 
— is a little flawed. 
"The idea that they wouldn't 
have a firm succession plan 
in place is ridiculous," Gould 
said. 
Still, she has set aside Mon- 
day for "crying and griev- 
ing" after watching the hot- 
ly anticipated series finale 
airing Sunday evening. 
With 
the 
critically 
ac- 
claimed 
drama's 
fourth 
and final season ending, 
dedicated fans of "Succes- 
sion" are locking in plans 
to watch the whopping 
88-minute finale while turn- 
ing online for emotional 


support, memes and end- 
less theories about how the 
show could end and who 
will prevail. 
"No one I know in real life 
watches the show," Gould 
said, adding that the emo- 
tional toll of season four 
made her look for support 
online, which is how she 
landed on the social news 
website Reddit, where a 
chat dedicated to all things 
"Succession" has more than 
456,000 members. 
In preparation for Sunday, 
Gould also is rereading 
"King Lear," among Shake- 
speare's 
bleakest 
trag- 
edies, about a declining 
monarch and his children's 
battle for the crown. Gould 
thinks the play could offer 
clues to how the series will 
end. 
"It's fairly obvious that it's a 
loose retelling of King Lear," 
Gould said of "Succession." 
"I watch it obsessively. I 


don't think there's another 
way to watch it." 
"Succession" 
always 
has 
been about the member- 
ship of its audience, not 
its size, and its popularity 
among the coastal media 
and agenda-setting groups 


that the show depicts and 
attracts means the finale 
should leave a cultural 
mark. 
More recent prestige TV 
finales are a better ana- 
logue for "Succession" than 
those of the network behe- 


moths of decades past. For 
example, 
"The Sopranos" suddenly 
cutting to black to the 
song "Don't Stop Believin'" 
in 2007 set the standard 
for both talkability and 
inscrutability.q

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Verstappen wins Monaco GP to extend F1 championship lead; 
Alonso 2nd ahead of Ocon 


MONACO (AP) — Formula 
One champion Max Ver- 
stappen's lights-to-flag vic- 
tory at the Monaco Grand 
gave the Red Bull driver 
his fourth victory of the 
season and a record 39th 
overall for the team as he 
extended his champion- 
ship lead to 39 points over 
teammate Sergio Perez on 
Sunday. 
Verstappen's wins have all 
been with Red Bull since 
his first on debut for the 
team at the Spanish GP in 
2016 when he became the 
youngest F1 winner at 18 
years old. 
Seven years and two world 
championships later, the 
Dutchman set a team re- 
cord for wins as he passed 
former Red Bull driver Se- 
bastian Vettel's previous 
tally of 38 victories when he 
won four straight titles from 
2010-13. 
Spanish veteran Fernando 
Alonso was a season's best 
second for Aston Martin as 
he collected a fifth podium 
in six races, albeit 28 sec- 
onds behind Verstappen, 
while Frenchman Esteban 
Ocon secured third place 
and a rare podium for Al- 
pine. Red Bull has won all 
the races so far. 
Ferrari's Carlos Sainz Jr. glid- 
ed sideways into the barri- 
ers and was lucky not to 
damage his Ferrari. Kevin 
Magnussen lost control of 
his Haas and Lance Stroll 
retired after damaging his 
Aston Martin. 
Red Bull had wisely put Ver- 
stappen on the versatile 
and more suited to the wet 
conditions 
intermediates 
on Lap 56 and they car- 
ried him to his second win 
in Monaco. The first was in 
2021. 
Lewis 
Hamilton 
finished 
fourth for Mercedes and 
picked up a point for fast- 
est 
lap. 
His 
teammate 
George Russell was fifth, 
having 
earlier 
almost 
slammed into Perez as vis- 
ibility worsened. A serious 
crash was somehow avoid- 
ed in a hectic few minutes 
before the rain eased off. 
Alonso is third in the stand- 
ings and closed the gap 
on Perez to 12 points. The 
41-year-old Alonso's podi- 


um was his 103rd in F1, while 
Ocon grabbed his third. 
"I'm speechless at the mo- 
ment," Ocon said. "A little 
bit on my cloud at the mo- 
ment." 
Russell was given a five-sec- 
ond penalty for rejoining 
the track in an unsafe man- 
ner but had just enough to 
keep fifth place ahead of 
Ferrari's Charles Leclerc. 
Pierre Gasly (Alpine), a 
seething Sainz, Lando Nor- 
ris and Oscar Piastri (both 
McLaren) rounded out the 
top 10. 
Sainz, meanwhile, was furi- 
ous that Ferrari — a team 
with a worrying reputation 
for still making bad strategy 
calls — pitted him too early 
and put on the wrong tire 


to cover Ocon's stop and 
let his team know with an 
outburst over team radio. 
The Spaniard had already 


endured a difficult day af- 
ter his front wing clipped 
Ocon's Alpine as he tried 
to overtake. A portion of 


the wing came off subse- 
quently but Sainz got away 
with just a warning for the 
incident.q
